NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 5 
(AP).—Ten employes of the New 
Haven Quilt and Pad Co. perished 
early today in a fire which swept 
a room filled with baled cotton.- 

Three other men saved them- 
selves by jumping from a third 
floor window, but all were injured. 

Half an hour after the _ first 
alarm sounded, spectators com- 
pared the flaming scene with an 
opened blast furnace as fire came 
through the upper story of the 
brick factory. 

So great was the confusion that 
not until at least an hour later 
was it certain any one was miss- 
ing and the list was compiled slow- 
ly and only after several conflic- 
tions in identifications. 

Seventy-seven men had been at 
work when the fire started, 23 or

These sources said the assault 
was broken up before the British 
planes were able to reach their ob- 
jectives. 


German planes were reported to 
have attacked a convoy inthe 
English Channel off Ramsgate and 
to have sunk a 3000-ton ship with a 
direct hit.

Earlier, the high command had 
reported that five civilians were 
killed and 24 wounded last night in 
a British raid on Duesseldorf, when 
bombs destroyed apartment houses 
in the center of the city.

WILLKIE MESSAGE 
SAYS US GERMANS 


HATE AGGRESSION 


AND NAZI TYRANNY 


Broadcast to 
Reich After He Leaves 
Britain for Home to ‘Do 
Anything I Can to Help 


England.’ 


LISBON, Portugal, Feb. 5 (AP).

LONDON, Feb. 5 (AP).—Wen- 
dell L. Willkie left a message in 
England for the German people 
declaring “we German-Americans 
reject and hate the aggression and 
lust for power.of the present Ger- 
man Government.” 

The message, released by the 
British Ministry of Information, 
said Willkie’s convictions. were 
“shared to the full by the over- 
whelming majority of my fellow 
countrymen of'German descent.” 

The message was broadeast by 
the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion in its German news transmis- 
sion tonight, and it was. planned 
to have it repeated on the air. | 

Willkie had already started back 
to the United States from Lon- 
don when the Ministry of Infor- 
mation released his statement. 

“I am of purely German de- 
scent,” his message began. “My 
family name is not Willkie, but 
Willicke. My grandparents left 
Germany 90 years ago because they 
were protestants against autocracy 
and demanded the right to live as 
free men. I, too, claim that right. 

“I am proud of my German blood. 
But I hate aggression and tyranny. 

“Tell the German people that my 
convictions are shared to the full 
by the overwhelming majority of 
my fellow countrymen of German 
descent. They, too, believe in free- 
dom and in human rights. 

“Tell the German people that we 
German-Americans reject and hate 
the aggression and lust for power 
of the present German Govern- 
ment.” 

From Bristol’s airport, Willkie 
headed back for the United States 
with the pledge to dv “everything I 
can in America to help Britain in 
its fight for freedom.”

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WHEELER WOULD COMPARE

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (AP). 
ENATOR WHEELER 
§ (Dem.), Montana, issued this 
statement last night after a 
new attack on him by Preai- 
dent Roosevelt: 

“T have been highly honored 
a great many times, but never 
higher than having the Presi- 
dent mention me at his press 
conferences every time they 
meet.

ROOSEVELT HINTS

The Senator in his statement said 
he had “absolutely reliable” infor- 
mation that the army “does not 
have a single plane suitable for 
combat service in modern warfare.” 
During 1940, he declared, war plane 
deliveries were 2884, of which he 
said 2308 went to Britain and other 
foreign countries and 576 to the U. 
S, army and navy. 

Commenting on Wheeler’s. state- 
ment, the President said that any- 
one could work out all sorts of 
conclusions from production fig- 
ures.

Regarding a financial limit on 
British aid he said: 
“Even if we put a $5,000,000,000 
limitation in the bill, some people 
would say we were giving the Pres- 
ident a blank check and that Con- 
gress had been given an order .to 
appropriate that amount.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (AP).— 
Three medical societies and 21 of 
the country’s leading physicians 
were summoned today to stand 
trial in’ United States District 
Court on once-quashed charges of 
violating the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act. 


The Government after almost 
three years of litigation brought 
back for consideration an anti- 
monopoly suit against the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Medical Society, 
the Harris County (Tex.), Medical 
Society, and 21 physicians, — 

The societies and the individuals 
were indicted by a District of Co- 
lumbia grand jury on charges of 
“acting in restraint of trade” in re- 
fusing to co-operate with physi- 
cians of Group Health Association, 
an organization of Federal Govern- 
ment employes providing medical 
service on a pre-payment basis. 

In July, 1940, Justice James M. 
Proctor of the United’ States Dis- 
trict Court, quashed the grand 
jury’s indictment, terming it a 
“highly colored argumentative dis- 
course.” His opinion was reversed, 
however, by the United States 
Court of Appeals and the case was 
remanded to District Court. 

The defendants had contended 
that the practice of medicine was 
not a “trade” as defined in the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Law, but the 
Appellate Court declared in hand- 
ing the case back to District Court 
that “the field of commercial ac- 
tivity, ordinarily ‘defined as a 
‘trade’ embraces as well the field 
of the medical profession.” 

Among the individual defendants 
hamed in the original indictment 


‘were Dr, Olin West, secretary and 
general manager of the -American 


Medical Association; Dr. Morris 
Fishbein, editor of the  associa- 
tion’s Journal; Dr. William C, 
Woodward, Dr. William D. Cutter 
and Dr. Roscoe G. Leland, heads of 
three of its bureaus. The other 
defendants are members of the 
District of Columbia Medical So- 
ciety. 


CANADA BARS ST. LOUIS YOUTH

FORT ERIE, Ont.,- Feb. 5 (AP). 
—Canadian immigration officials 
said today they would not permit 
19-year-old Harvey C. Atchison of 
St. Louis, who wanted to enlist in 
the Canadian Royal Air Force, to 
enter Canada, in view of the pro- 
tests of his mother.

The six-months’ allot- 
ment should not be accepted by the 
people or the Legislature as a base 
for permanent appropriations, Ste- 
ger added. However, appropriations 
for old age pensions, aid to de- 
pendent children and administra- 
tion seemed adequate, Steger said. 

The Social Planning Council 
gathered data on needs of the city 
and county after the State Social 
Security Commission estimated re- 
lief needs for the whole State in 
this biennium would be $7,320,000. 
That is far too low, Steger said. 

Jobs Not Taking Up Slack. 

In each month since June, the 
report pointed out, more cases have 
been accepted for relief because 
of the loss of private jobs than 
have left--the relief rolls as a re- 
sult of obtaining private employ- 
ment. In the six months from 
June .to November inclusive,. 713 
cases were taken on because of 
loss of employment, but only 508 
cases were closed because the re- 
lief recipient got a job. 

There were about 9,300,000 unem- 
ployed in the United States last 
April. By this fall, it is estimated 
2,500,000 to 3,000,000 will find jobs, 
indicating that only a third of the 
total unemployed will find jobs this 
year, the Council said. 

The first to get jobs will be the 
unemployed who are not receiving 
any type of public assistance, then 
those on WPA projects and finally 
the employables receiving general 
relief, the report continued. “If 
only a third of the unemployed 
will get jobs, and the general re- 
lief recipients will be last, it is 
doubtful if very many will leave 
the rolls within the next year,” the 
Council said. 

Borderline Families.

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Government to Turn to 


Higher Taxes, Compul- 
sory Public Savings to 
Ba: Inflation.

LONDON, Feb. 5.—With war ex- 
penditures now averaging about 
£11,000,000 ($44,000,000) a day, it is 
estimated that total war costs for 
the present financial year, ending 
March 31, will be £3,300,000,000. Or- 


Ginary expenditures during the 
same year will be £667,000,000, 
bringing to total to £3,967,000,000. 

Since estimated revenue will not 
be more than £1,360,000,000 the defi- 
cit will be £2,607,000,000. 

It was announced yesterday that, 
as a result of increased expendi- 
ture, the House of Commons would 
be required to vote an extra £600,- 
000,000 for the rest of the current 
year and £1,000,000,000 as the first 
instalment on next year. 

Even at the present rate, it now 
appears that Britain’s next budget 
will have to provide for about £4,- 
000,000,000 for war expenditure, 
plus £700,000,000 for ordinary 
charges. 


Although not more than a frac- 
tion of this amount can be raised 
by revenue, it is evident to every- 
one that increased taxation and 
public savings will be necessary in 
order to prevent inflation. Release 
of these tremendous sums would 
tax the stability of normal econ- 
omy. In the case of Britain during 
the next few months, it will coin- 
cide with decrease in the amount 
of consumers’ goods available to 
the public. 

While many staple foodstuffs are 
rationed and their prices are firm- 
ly pegged, this fact in itself cannot 
prevent a race between wages and 
prices and deterioration in money 
unless Government receipts from 
revenue and borrowing approach 
the sums expended.

EPISUOPALIANS WANT

Missouri Diocese Says Exemp- 
tion Is Neither Good Religion 
Nor Good Democracy. 


A resolution holding that the ex- 
emption of clergymen from military 


Act was neither good religion nor 
good democracy was adopted to- 
day at the 102d annual convention 
of the Missouri Episcopal Diocese, 
at Bishop Tuttle Memorial. 

The delegates voted down a reso- 
lution which sought support for the 
program of the Society of Friends 
in sending food and other supplies 
to the civilian populations of occu- 
pied European nations. Other res- 
olutions relating to the war, in- 
cluding one which would have 
asked for clarification of Eng- 
land’s war aims before extending 
aid to Britain, were tabled. 

A resolution which was adopted

my; called on the State Social Secur- 


ity Commission to seek the aid of 
local planning groups in determin- 
ing -relief needs. This resolution 
was offered following the report of

A committee of Rickey, Warren 
Giles of the Cincinnati Reds and 
Leo Bondy of the New York 
Giants was appointed to draft a 
resolution pointing out to Landis 
what the National League consid- 
ers objectionable in the rule, 

“There are many grounds on 
which to object to the ruling,” said 
Rickey. “But insofar as it is aimed 
at the farm systems, it will do 
more harm to the clubs operating 
independently than to clubs like 
the Cardinals which have extensive 
minor league connections. 

“It will be possible for a club op- 
erating several farms to keep a 
considerable reservoir of talent at 
all times and to bring to its ma- 
jor league roster only players con- 
sidered ready immediately for big 
league competition. 

“Clubs which depend on pur- 
chasing players will find it more 
difficult to lay hands immediately 
on men who will help them. Thus 
the rule makes the farm operation 
not only advantageous but neces- 
sary.” —

Aid Bill ‘Keeper of 
Sinews of War 
Everywhere,’

HE good old industrial “rule 
T soverning action” should be ap- 
plied to “aid to Britain short of 
war” as proposed in the “lease- 
lend” bill. That rule is to test 
every proposed new action by ask- 
ing three questions in the order 
named. (1) Why do it at all? (2) 
Why do it now?. (3) Why do it 
this way? 
If it gets by question No. 1 with 
a good answer, it must reply to 


Only if No. 2 is satisfied does it 
proceed. If this happens, its ac- 
ceptance, rejection or amendment 
will depend on-the answer ‘to ques- 
tion No. 3. 


There are a few earnest, honest, 
courageous and sincere men, like 
Col. Lindbergh, who answer ques 
tion No. 1 (Why do it at all?) thus:' 
“There is no good reason.” But 
the answer of a large majority of 
sloganeered public opinion and also 
of informed authorities is: “Be- 
cause such aid to Britain as will 
help to stop a threat of unfriendly 
European action westward is en- 
lightened self-interest.” 


“Why Do It Now?” 


It seems a sufficient answer, so 
we go on to No. 2: “Why do it 
now?” There is less certainty 
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No. 2, otherwise it stops there.}

That bill authorizes the Presi- 
dent in his own unlimited discre- 
tion to lease, lend or give away 
any part of all the billions of dol- 
lars of property the Government 
owns to any nation he elects and 
every dollar’s worth of stuff for 
which Congress has appropriated 
or may hereafter appropriate fur- 
ther billions. That includes a great 
treasure in gold, silver, copper, pe- 
troleum, cotton, corn, wheat and 
vast equity and first lien interests 
in much of the entire pool of 
property in-America. It includes 
all of our military and naval air- 
planes, warships, tanks, guns and 
ammunition. 


“Banker to the -.World.”’ 


It simply but slickly appropriates 
“all the money there is for any 
purpose whatever.” In view of the 
bankruptcy of other nations at war 
and their lack of supplies, it makes 
the President of: the United States 
quartermaster general, chief of 
ordnance and minister of military 
and naval supplies for any warring 
nation he may favor. It does much 
more than that, it empowers him 
to become banker to the embat- 
tled world, lord high keeper of the 
sinews of war everywhere on 
earth. 


This is no exaggeration. Nobody 
who has studied this bill can suc- 
cessfully deny what has just been 
said. The only object ever an- 
nounced for this bill was to fur- 
nish munitions to Britain, China 
and Greece even though they can't 
pay for them. For that no such 
wholesale surrender of congression- 
al power is remotely necessary. 
For that a far simpler method of 
specific grants-in-aid would be bet- 
ter and would meet almost univer- 
sal approval. Nobody denies that. 
Nobody truthfully can deny it. It 
is said: ~ “Don’t you trust the 
President? He will not use these 
powers.” The answer is: “If he 
will not use them, why grant 
them, and don’t we trust Congress 
too?” 

There is overwhelming further 
objection. 
naval and financial supply” of a 
warring nation is as much respon- 
sible for its victory or defeat as 
its commander-in-chief.

The boss-dictated conspiracy to steal the Gover- 
nor’s chair in Missouri was laid aside long enough 
yesterday to complete action at Jefferson City on the 
$17,910,000 emergency relief bill which should have 
been passed a month ago. | 

Gov, Stark, properly enough, signed the Dill as 
soon as he had read it, leaving any question of 
legality to those who care to raise it and to the courts. 

Thus, relief payments to all groups, including de- 
pendent children, aré about to be resumed. After. 
a month of hunger and cold for thousands of Mis- 
sourians, the Social Security Commission will re- 
store its average payments of $13.50 per month per 
family on direct relief. , : 

But this will be only a stopgap. It provides funds. 
for only the first six months of 1941. — 

The fundamental relief problem—the problem of 
providing a minimum subsistence income—will still 
have to be faced. And, judging by the budget request 
of Administrator George Haworth, it is no more like- 
ly to be solved when the Legislature gets around to 
the regular apprepriations for the biennium than it 
was two years ago, or four years ago. The appropria- 
tion asked by Haworth for direct relief is so small as 


“to be almost a sure guarantee of one more of those 


recurring crises that have mede Missouri the nation’s 
model of how not to administer public aid. 

' Frankly, we don’t know what Mr. Haworth had 
in mind when he asked for a mere $7,000,000 for 
direct relief—or why Chairman Nick T. Cave and 
the commission members concurred. Federal statis- 
tics, cruel experience and garden-variety common 
sense all indicate that almost twice that much will 
be needed. It is futile to hope that the defense pro- 
gram will banish this problem. 

Perhaps Mr. Haworth asked for as much as he 
feels can be obtained for direct relief. However, 
we do not believe that is.the right and the practical 
standard for the éommission. We believe that it was 
—and is—its duty to tell the Legislature exactly 
what is needed. If the legislators do not want to 
provide that, let the responsibility rest on their 
shoulders and not on the commission. 

Perhaps the Legislature might even rise to the 
occasion if the facts were presented graphically 
enough. Somebody should tell those men—as they 
chat under the Benton murals or in the lobby of the 
Missouri Hotel—what hunger means. Somebody 
ought to take them for a walk along some of our 
St. Louis streets—Biddle and O’Fallon, Cass and St. 
Ange. Somebody ought to take them to Potosi and 
down among the sharecroppers of the boot-héel.. Per- 
haps if they saw the terrible price that others pay 
for their parsimony, they might realize how crim- 
inally uneconomical it really is. ; 

That was—and in a measure still is—Mr. Haworth’s 
great opportunity. His is not the kind of job in 
which a man should make the best of things, in 
which a man should get along with as little friction 
as possible. His job actually makes him the con- 
science of the legislators and of the people. He 
should not let us forget the misery many of us 
never see. He should be a gadfly and a scourge. 
His should be some of the righteousness that drove 
the money-changers from the temple. His should 
be some of the fury that comes of a lust for justice. 

Somebody needs to tell the Legislature, and, if 
the administrator feels he has used up the full 
measure of his eloquence, there are others who can 
say more—who have the duty to say more, 

They are the members of the advisory commissions 
set up in every county of the State. These people 
have no special authority. They can’t raise a cent. 
They can’t transmit official requests to the Legisla- 
ture. But they can make themselves heard. 

They are supposed to know the hunger that is 
abroad in the land. They are supposed to know of 
all the bitter agonizing that goes into the effort to 
keep a family alive—in the cold of the winter—on 50 
cents a day. They are supposed to know what hap- 
pens when week after week the checks fail to come. 

We have such an advisory commission here in 
St. Louis. Its chairman is John C. Tobin. Other 
members are Mrs. George Gellhorn and Jacob M. 
Lashly. They are able citizens. They are not callow. 
But what have they done? How many meetings have 
they held? What pressure have they applied on the 
commission, on the Legislature, on the Governor? 

The present gubernatorial stench increases the dif- 
ficulties of their task. It also makes it more press- 
ing. It gives them a greater opportunity. 

They are to meet, the three of them, tomorrow. Let 
them decide at that meeting to become advocates for 
the destitute. Let them set a stirring example for all 
the other advisory commissions in the State and 
something may yet be done.

A Congressman Opposes Lease-Lend Bill

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Post-Dispatch of last Wednesday 
T carried a brief statement of my oppo- 

sition to the misnamed lease-lend bill 
now before Congress, the measure paradoxi- 
cally known as H. R. 1776. In explanation of 
my previous statement of opposition, I sub- 
mit the following argument: 

The first obligation of a member of Con- 
gress is to live up to his oath to support the 
Constitution without “mental reservation 
or purpose of evasion whatsoever.” The sec- 
ond obligation i: to live up to his promises 
made to his constituency prior to election. 

I propose to live up to both of these obli- 
gations. Hence, I oppose this bill. 

During the past two weeks, my office has 
been besieged with letters, telegrams and 
postal cards imploring me to vote to keep 
this country out of war. I welcome these 
expressions from the folks back home. This 
I -know—my constituents are men and 
women of peace. Some letters, not quite 18 
per cent, have urged support of H. R. 1776.

From all the information at hand, I have 
arrived at the conclusion that my constitu- 
ents, while willing to extend aid to Great 
Britain and the other democracies now at 
war, are determined that this aid should be 
rendered upon a basis commensurate with 
the situation as it now is, and within the 
limits of constitutional authority.

This bill forsakes our own people by an 
abdication of their congressional power. This 
bill gives the President carte blanche au- 
thority over the public treasury. This bill 
sets up a military dictatorship equal to other 
dictatorships. Oddly enough, the proponents 
of this measure damn other dictators while 
advocating one for America. 

Specifically: The measure is an attempt 
to vest in the President and, through him, 
‘in the bureaucrats under his domination 
and control, numerous extraordinary powers, 
which, under the Constitution, belong to and 
must be exercised by Congress alone. 

It does not provide for the kind of ap- 
propriation of public funds contemplated by 
Article I of the-Constitution, for the measure 
is a delegation to the President of the power 
to appropriate public funds. In providing 
that no money shall be withdrawn from the 
Treasury but in consequence of an act 
of Congress appropriating it, the Constitu- 
tion contemplates that Congress, not the 
President, shall designate the uses to which 
the appropriated funds shall be applied. 

The measure, if passed, will extend with- 
out end (internationally and domestically) 
the spending powers of the President, not- 
withstanding the fact that, through the self- 
same kind of delegated powers over domes- 
tic matters, he has taken the country far to- 
ward the rocks of fiscal ruin. This loose fis- 
cal policy must be stopped, both as to domes- 
tic and international affairs, and only Con- 
gress can stop it, by reasserting and exercis- 
ing its constitutional powers and duties. 

Under this measure, the President would 
have the power to finance the operations and 
functions of any countries and governments 
he may choose, including Russia, Japan, Chi- 


na, Greece, the countries of the Western.

our Neutrality Act, the act prohibiting sales 
to debtor nations except for cash, or the act 
prohibiting saleg-to belligerents except for 
carriage in their own ships, but we will dele- 
gate to the President the power to set those 
acts and international law at naught.” 

The passage of this bill would proclaim 
congressional surrender to a military dicta- 
torship. -~ 

Contrary to much public opinion, this 
act would not provide any immediate addi- 
tional aid to Great Britain except, of course, 
that which the President may choose to ex- 
tend by giving away part of our own mili- 
tary and naval equipment. Nothing  con- 
tained in this bill would speed up defense 
production or improve co-ordination. 

* * — 

Amendment restricting American convoys 
would not prevent the President from giving 
away our naval vessels. Amendment to put 
a time limit on the President’s powers would 
make him no less a dictator. Hitler’s powers 
were limited to four years when granted by 
the German Reichstag on March 23, 1933. It 
is now 1941. It was too late the minute the 
Reichstag granted the power. 

Under the cloudy pretense of “all-out” aid 
to Britain, the President hag asked for “all- 
out” power to himself. It has been claimed 
that he surely would not use such power. Let 
us assume that he wouldn't, though I must 
confess that I ‘could not honestly make such 
an assumption. Then, isn’t it perfectly logi- 
cal and proper to ask, “Why, Mr. President, 
do you ask for such power?” 

I would not vote such power to any man. 
I will not forsake my love of, or my people’s 
right to, freedom. 

My feeling on this subject is deep in my 
conscience. I must keep my conscience.

L. L. EMMERSON DIES AT 77: 
FORMER ILLINOIS GOVERNOR 


Served as Chief Executive From 
1929 to 1933; Secretary of 
State Three Times. _ . 


MOUNT VERNON, Il, Feb. 5 
(3AP).—Louis L. Emmerson, who 
climaxed a long career in Repub- 
fican politics by serving as Gov- 
ernor of Illinois from 1929 to- 
1933, died at his home here last 
night, He was 77 years “old. 

He served three terms as Secre- 
tary of State before becoming Gov- 
ernor. In failing health when he 
retired as Governor, he suffered a 
heart attack last September from 
which he never fully recovered.

These informal gath- 
erings to discus. the bill, generally 
held in the evening, have been at- 
tended by Aiken and Austin of Ver- 
mont, Brewster and White of 
Maine, Holman of Oregon, Ball of 
Minnesota and Barbour of New 
Jersey, as well as by Gurney and 
Bridges. 

No promises have been asked for 
or given.

Mobile Canteen’s Commander 
“Writes of Operation During 
Bombing Raid. 


The “City of St. Louis,” a mobile 
canteen provided by the local Bun- 
dies for Britain chapter, has gone 
into service in the London East 
End, under bombardment of Nazi 
raiders, it was announced today by 
Mrs. John H. Holliday, chairman 
of the chapter. 

Its commander, Capt. A. Stroud 
of the Church Army, a veteran of 
emergency relief for the Coventry 
homeless and the Dunkerque evac- 
uees, has written her an account 
of its rush assignment to give food 
and first aid to 300 persons wound- 
ed or made homeless in the crowd- 
ed tenement section. 

“We set off during the actual air 
raid,” Capt. Stroud wrote. “Both 
police and Air Raid Wardens ad- 
vised us to turn back, but the call 
was urgent, so we went on. We 
eventually arrived at our destina- 
tion, only to be informed that we 
would not be allowed to go out 
until after the raid was over, and 
that we would have to spend the 
night in the Borough Hall. After 
further requests by our crew, we 
were allowed to go out and feed a 
rescue party about three miles 
away.” 

The Church Army, Capt, Stroud 
related, was the first relief organi- 
zation to arrive when British sol- 
diers reached home shores in the 
historic withdrawal from Dun- 
kerque. Summoned by the Minis- 
try of Food, he said, he led a fleet 
of six canteeng for 10 days in a dev- 
astated Coventry. 

“We fed more than 66,000 per- 
sons with hot meals and hot milk 
for the mothers and children,” he 
said. 

Mrs. Holliday said the 
tion hoped to obtain1300 “bundles” 
of supplies for Royal Northern Hos- 
pital, which Bundles for Britain has 
“adopted,” as the admission fee for 
a special show to be given Saturday 
at 9:45 a. m. at the Fox Theater, 
with provision for possible overflow 
audiences at the Missouri and the 
St. Louis theaters. 

The packages may contain a bar 
of soap, a package of safety pins, 
gauze or any other needed hospital 
supplies. A special “Americaniza- 
tion Program” of Army, Navy and 
Marine activities, in technicolor; a 
Robert Benchley comedy and 
“Uncle Sam — Non -Belligerent,” 
from the March of Time, will be 
presented.

Highly trusted banks and life insurance companies 
Were caught in the last crash and demolished, wreaking havoc 
with the invested fortunes of thousands. For all we know, the last 
depression may be minor compared to the next one which this 
country encounters. If you wish to guarantee your children’s 
future most wisely, therefore, invest some money and time train- 
ing their minds and their fingers. “An investment in knowl- 
edge,” said sage old Benjamin Franklin, “always pays the best 
dividends.” It is much more permanent, moreover, than stocks 


and bonds or even governmental securities. You can die with, 
much more peace of mind if your children have been taught to . 


stand upon their own feet and their own habits, than upon your 
bounty or trust funds. A man who knows how to motivate peo- 
ple or do needed tasks in society, can always make money in 
any kind of government, so you don’t need worry about his eco- 
nomic future. He'll not lose his wife, either, when your trust 
fund is depleted by a bank failure or business depression.

Children 
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By Angelo Patri 


YOUNG mother, anxious that 
her child should not be a 
spoiled, pampered, selfish and 
demanding youngster, set a room 
apart for him where he stayed the 
long day through. He had toys 
to play with, but no human com- 
panionship. If he cried he must 
just get over it. Nobody must go 


to him until mealtime when he was 
taken out and fed and then re- 
turned to his jail. 

Children reared like that would 
not be healthy in mind or in body. 
Their intelligence would be stunted. 
They would be backward, retarded 
children because they had been de- 
prived of the experiences gained in 
association with people, with chil- 
dren of their own gge, with ani- 
mals, and with things in general. 

There is a great span of differ- 
ence between spoiling a child with 
attention and ruining him for want 
of it. There is a safe course to be 
found between these situations. A 
little child needs to be by himself 
to sleep and rest, especially during 
the first 10 months of his life. As 


he begins to notice people and 
things about him he is to be given 
companionship to stimulate that in- 
terest and develop it. This is to 
come gradually as the child can 
accept it. 

When children are about 2 years 
of age, getting about on their feet, 
talking to people intelligibly, they 
ought to be trained to play by them- 
selves for a brief time. Fifteen 
minutes is long enough for the be- 
ginning. The child is placed on a 
rug in a room by himself in sight 
of his mother, but is left completely 
to his own devices for the period. 


Gradually the time for self-direc- 
tion is lengthened, the activities in- 
creased in number and difficulty 
until, about the time the child is 
nearing kindergarten age; he is 
able to’ play by himself for two 
hours, or with companions for half 
a day. 

This training in ae aes 
is necessary for the development 0 
the child’s mind, skills and mental 
and physical adjustments. Some 
part of his day should be spent with

It was 
possible to insert a thermocouple 
into the frontal part, of the brain. 
and they found that when an ice 
cap was placed on the forehead 
the brain was cooled to a depth of 
two inches,a degree and a half 
Fahrenheit. This would be enough 
to have an effect on the blood ves- 
sels and relieve the throbbing. — 


« « ; 
HEAT APPLIED to the surface 
of the abdomen has been shown 
to penetrate the internal organs. 
It. produces its soothing effect first 
from the influence of heat on the 
sensory nerve endings and then on 
the blood vessels and finally on 
the movements — spasm—of the 
stomach and intestines. . 
Draft also affects the tempera- 
ture of tissues far below the sur- 
face. We are inclined to believe 
that drafts bring discomfort eith- , 
er from only a reflex action or 
because of sensitiveness on the 
part of the individual. But these 
researches show that a cool draft 
directed on the calf cools the 
muscles beneath as much as 11 de 
grees. This certainly would be 
enough to induce muscular rheu- 
matism and stiffness and sore- 
ness. An ice bag applied to thé 
calf lowers the temperature of the 
muscles underneath 26 # degrees 
Fahrenheit. * 
The effect of the external ap- 
plication of heat and cold is physio- 
logically exactly the same—botlr 
dull nerve endings, and cause 
identical changes in the blood ves- 
sels. The body, however, can 
stand a greater range of cold tem- 
perature than heat and it is prob- 
able there is a greater future in 
the use of cold for therapeutic 
purposes.

POACHING 


AN EGG 


VERY now and then a poached 
F css is nice for a change. Poach- 

ing isn’t hard if you get a kick 
out of conquering difficulties. 

Take a small saucepan, fill it 
with water and bring the water to 
a boil. You can téll when water 
is boiling by its excited appearance, 
Lower the burner until the water 
stops bubbling furiously and mere- 
ly seeths inwardly. 

Now break the egg into the wa- 
ter. Watch it until, to all intents 
and purposes, it begins to resemble 
what you have always been led to 
believe is a poached egg. Oh, yes. 
You should have prepared a piece 
of buttered toast on which to place 
the egg. 

Next comes the delicate opera 
tion of superimposing the egg on 
the toast. Use a kitchen spoon. 
The difficulty here will be to get 
the spoon under the egg which will 
cling to the bottom of the sauce- 
pan, You will note also that when 
you get the egg over one side of the 
spoon, it will slide off on the other 
side, 

In the course of this operation it 
is quite likely that the yolk will dis- 
associate itself from the white. Per- 
haps you should first drain off the 
water. Try that, using the spoon 
as a strainer. Guard against the 
egg slipping past the spoon and 
landing in the sink. 

The egg may now be poured quite 
easily into the spoon and trans- 
ferred from the spoon to the toast, 
the fragments of white being assem- 


bled around the yolk to give the 


egg a natural appearance,
